ſince the beginning ot the world. Neither is the lear- 
ning of cheſe men the caule of their licentiouſneffe, bur - 
this is it intrurh; cither that being left vnto themleſues, 
to humble then chereby, they have put out that]:ght of 
Icaraing which checked and controlled them , and haue 
choſen , in their courſes , toliuc in darknefl rather then 
inthe light ; or for that God hath therfore in his heauie 
difpleature and moſt iuſt indgement ( as we are to feare 
of manie ofthem) giuen them vp to ſuch palpable blind- 
nefle inthe midſt ofthe ſhining light of thislaſt age, be- 
cauſe they loved darkneſſe rather then the lieht ,or arlealt 
for that they receined not the loue of the truth , that they 
might be ſaued. 

But wholly co conuince all forts, thatlearning is the 
true light, and thar principall part ofmans gloric; let any 


y-rie aturall Naturall man aske of his owne heart, whether if he would 


mans account haye his child brought vp to make a worthic man , he 


would not haue him trained vp in the molt excellent 
learning, notwithſtanding all the abuſes of it , and whar- 
ſocuer can be deuifed againft it.

the, they will go ouer their whole Authors ſo tranſlated, 
by the help of the,before they could haue gone through 
one third part of them without. And alfo that they will 
learne their authors far more perfectly for each good vie, 
and keepe them much more ſurely, with lefſg labour or 
trouble; beſides that they ſhall continually learne by 


them co make Larine truly and purely,and to get matter 


and phraſe, aſwell as to conſtrue and parſe. And further- 


more becauſe in all che formes which ſhall vic them, 


chiefly inthe higher,they wil be found for the moſt part 
to be1n ſteadof the Maiſters or Vſhers labour, and euer 
ccrtaine,teaching Engliſh as wel as Latine, without any 
of the inconueniences v{ually imagined, fo that there be 
a wife diretion and ouerfſtghr,as in all ocher thivgs,that

Beſides experience, the reaſons are moſt euident, as 
I have ſhewed in their place; eipecially by making all 
their authors to be ſo eaflily and ſoone vnderſtood, 
and then for the continuall practife by them of the 
Grammar Analy/zs and Geneſis : and finally chat by them 
may be ſuch adaily vſe of tranſlating both into Engliſh 
& Latin:all which are ſo highly commended by the lear- 
ncd, for the ſpeedy petting ofany tongue. And here- 
unto the two firſt leaues of Maſter Askams Schoolmaſter 
whom I principally eſteeme and propound, do giue 
ſufficient reſtimony. Hee in the very entrance ot his 
booke, ſharply reproouing the common order of ma- 
king Latins praQtiſedin Schooles; and hauing ſhewed 
how by thar (as it is comonly ſaid) children are vtterly 
marred, andalſd hauing given moſt manifeſt reaſons of

onely take away that butchetly feare of making Latines, 
but alſo with eaſe and pleaſure, and 1n ſhort time, asl 
, know by good experience, worke atrue choile, and 
placing of words, aright ordering of fenterices, an caſic 
vnderſtanding of rhe rongue, or readineſle to [{peake, 
facilitic to write, a truc iudgment both of his owne and 
other mens doings ; what toung ſocuer he doth vſe. 
Then he fcttecth downe the manner, how the child 
ſhould be taught to trav{late a peece of Twly, or alike 
Author thus plainly, & afterwards out of his tranſlation 
to turne it into the Latin of the Author againe;and then 
by comparing with the Author to fee how neere he 
came, and where he mifled; foto amendir, ſtill ſtriuing 
vntillhe come to expreſſe his Author truly. By this he 
ſaith, the maiſter may teach all thoſe things which are 
moſt tedious and difficult without any errour, and the 
ſcholar may learne withour any great paine,the Maiſter 
being led by ſo ſure a guide, &the ſcholar brought into 
ſoplaine and caſte a way.
